Thanksgiving, to coin a phrase, ain't what is 
need to be. 
The Pilgrims stalked and shot their own tur­ 
keys. Today, the center of attraction on the groan­ 
ing hoard is prekilled, preplucked and prestuffed, 
If not precooked. It may even come in a homog­ 
enized loaf which, like a record of excerpts from 
musical masterpieces, has “ all the hard parts tak­ 
en out.** 
A century ago on Thanksgiving, we are told. 
Ike custom was to make an excursion into the 
country tn visit one's grandparents. Today, grand­ 
ma's house is as likely as not a high-rise apart­ 
ment building and the children ride an elevator, 
■ot a horse-drawn carriage, to get there. 
Half a centnrv ago. the only holiday entertain­ 
ment was what a family could provide for itself in 
the form of conversation and games and looking 
at pictures through the stereopticon. Today, televi­ 
rion mass feeds our minds just as the modern 
processing industry mass feeds our stomachs. 
No, Thankgiving isn’t what It used to be. It 
hasn’t been for a long time and it never will be 
•grin. 
Yet it isn't Thanksgiving that has changed. 
America has changed, and Is changing, but the 


reasons each generation continues to celebrate this 
festival are timeless and enduring. 
Thanksgiving is, as K always was even before 
it became an official holiday, the one day in the 
year when Americans across the land pauee from 
their daily work to gather within the boeem of their 
own families simply to give thanks. 
To give thanks for many things. For Mg things 
—like a country that is free and prw perous and is 
still pursuing that great experiment caHed democ­ 
racy. For little things—like a heme, a full table, 
healthy kids and the wherewithal to maintain them. 
.And because we give special thanks on this 
day. we are perhaps more aware than on any other 
day that there are many, even hi our own country, 
who have much less reason to be grateful. Our 
hearts go out to them, and tike the Pilgrims who 
invited the Indians to the first Thanksgiving, we 
would share our happiness with them if we could. 
America is changing, more rapidly with every 
year. If our ancestors from any previous period 
could come back to see what America is like in 
1%« . they might feel they had arrived on another 
planet. 
But one tiling would tell them they wore at 
home. That one thing is the living spirit of Thanks­ 
giving.

The Dix on State School was re­ 
cently certified for full partici­ 
pation in the nation’s medicare 
plan and received a plaque from 
William Durham, Sterling, area 
Social Security representative. 
The institution will be reim­ 
bursed for the cost of care for 
any resident 65 or older in need of 
hospitalization. 
Durham said, “ Relatives o( peo­ 
ple interested in the welfare of 
residents now 
know that the 
school’s hospital meets the high 
standards set by the state of Illi­ 
nois 
and 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
It is hoped that the funds he- 
eeived will be used by the De­ 
partment of Mental Health for 
the improvement of the care of 
the retarded. 
“ There are now 239 residents 
who are over 65 and eligible for 
the medicare program. If the pro- 
gram is ex tended, as proposed, to 
social security recipients under 
65, many himdreds more will be 
eligible for participation in medi­ 
care.” 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
th e U.N. Command today ac 
cused North Korea of firing at 
three Smith Korean navy patrol 
boats and of shooting at an un­ 
armed training plane that stray ed 
over the demilitarized zone. 
The command said Communist 
shore batteries opened fire on the 
ships Tuesday as they cruised off 
the east coast just south of the 
armistice line separating North 
and South Korea.

URBANA, 111. (AP) - Resig­ 
nation of Douglas R. Mills, 58, 
as director of intercollegiate ath­ 
letics at the University of Illi­ 
nois was announced today . 
Prof. Leslie A. Bry an, faculty 
representative in the Big Ten 
Conference, will serve as acting 
director effective Dec. 1. 
President David D. Henry said 
Mills wrote: 
“ Because it is my decision 
that 
the 
athletic 
association 
needs fresh and new leadership, 
I wish to step down from the 
position as director intercolle­ 
giate athletics.” 
Mills is a native of Elgin, 
whose career as college athlete 
and coach led to the director­ 
ship in 19 41. 
Compulsory retirement age at 
Illinois is 68. 
Permanent successor to Mills 
may come from the Illini staff. 
Current assistant athletic direc­ 
tors are Ray Eliot, former Illini 
head football coach, and Mel 
Brewer, in charge of aid to ath­ 
letes. 
Another possibility is current 
head football coach, Pete Elli 
ott. Pete’s brother, Bump, head 
football coach at Michigan, has 
been mentioned as a strong can 
didate for the athletic director 
ship 
at 
Northwestern 
Uni 
versity . 
Stu Holcomb 
resigned 
the 
Northwestern post to bocome 
general manager of a Chicago 
soccer club. 
Mills won six varsity letters 
in football and basketball at Il­ 
linois. He began his coaching 
career at J oliet high in 19 30 and 
returned to the Illini staff in 
19 35. 
Mills became Illinois’ basket­ 
ball coach in 19 36 and won three 
Big Ten championships during 
his 11-season coaching stint.

KEOKUK, Iowa (AP) - It 
was square-dancing night in ths 
Keokuk National Guard Armo­ 
ry , and mort than 60 couples 
were twirling to the strains of 
“ King of the Road.” 
At 1:34 that Thanksgiving Evé 
just a y ear ago the armory 
burst into a terrible ball of 
flame. 


Twenty -one persons died from 
the ex plosion and fire. The sur­ 
vivors in this southeastern Iowa 
town still live with memories 
they cannot erase. 
Kenny 
Anderson, 
who 
wts 
calling the dance that night for 
the Swing Ezy Square Dance 
Club and escaped with minor 
burns, said: 
“ All of à sudden I heard à big 
ex plosion and felt a big heat 
blast. It blew me right out a 
door and window. I looked back 
and saw a lot of rafters and ev­ 
ery thing lay ing all over people. 
They were cry ing, and one man 
came running out of the build­ 
ing all ablaze. 
“ Every thing 
happened 
so 
quickly . I can close my ey es 
and see things a lot bettor than 
I can tell them.” 
' 
The Iowa fire marshal’s office 
later said a broken natural gas 
line outside the building caused 
the ex plosion. 
Although not accepting blame 
for the holocaust, the Keokuk 
Gas Service Co. say s it has set­ 
tled all of the more than 19 6 
claims filed against it. 
More than $231,000 has been 
contributed to a fund to aid sur 
vivors and their families. Fun< 
officials report more than $51, 
000 has been paid oitt. College 
scholarships are being set up 
for children of th# dead.

It is estimated that there are 
now well over two million retard­ 
ed children of school age in the 
United States. This number may 
be ex pected to increase as new 
surgical 
procedures 
and 
new 
drugs save lives of more children 
without preventing damage to 
some of their functions. 
Up until comparatively modem 
times, the mental retardate was 
regarded with awe or with deri­ 
sion, attitudes which unfortunete- 
y still persist to some ex tent. It 
was not until the end of the 18th 
century that special education for 
the mentally retarded began to 
m recognized 
as 
a speciality . 
The pioneer in this field was 
Itard, whose ex periments proved 
that the 
mentally 
retarded 
is 
trainable. His pupil. Seguin, was 
known as the 
“ Apostle of the 
Idiots,” and established the first 
school for the retarded in Paris in 
1637 . 
The first school for the mental­ 
ly retarded in the United States 
was founded by Samuel Howe in 
Massachusetts in 1848. 
The end of the 19 th century saw 
the beginning of special education 
in public schools; the first class 
for “ backward children in Amer­ 
ica” began in Providence, R.I., in 
181$. At this time, the idea of the 
mathematical evaluation of intel­ 
lectual capacity on a percentage 
scale was first suggested by Cat- 
teU in 1886 and Gilbert in 1894. . 
The beginning of the 20th cen­ 
tury saw a general public awak­ 
ening to mental deficiency as a 
psy cho-social problem. Partially 
responsible for this stimulation 
was die work of Binet and Simon 
in France. Binet’s psy chological 
studies led him to a special in­ 
terest in abnormal children and 
he spent many y ears study ing re­ 
tarded and disturbed children in 
the schools and institutions. For 
purposes of school placement, he 
attempted to devise a sy stem of 
ex amination which would differen 


tiate the normal from the abnor­ 
mal intellect. 
Logically , then, the first task 
of ttie psy chologist is to determine 
the presence and degree of men­ 
tal retardation. Final diagnosis 
should be the result of a multi- 
discipline approach where psy ­ 
chological ex amination is made 
to determine the ex tent of the de­ 
ficiency in the child’s intellectual, 
emotional, and social develop­ 
ment. Concomitant with this, the 
psy chologist further seeks to de­ 
termine whether other factors 
contribute solely or in part to 
functioning at a retarded level 
Factors which may influence the 
i diagnosis of mental retardation 
are organic involvements such as 
cerebral palsy , epilepsy , and oth 
er brain dy sfunctions, emotional 
disturbances, language disorders, 
cultural and social factors. It is 
particularly important to estab­ 
lish whether these factors are a 
cause, an effect, or both, in the 
pathogenesis of the retarded func­ 
tioning. 
The 
Constitution 
of 
Illinois 
charges the General Assembly 
with the responsibility of provid­ 
ing for a “ thorough and efficient 
sy stem of free schools . . .” 
“ The General Assembly shall 
provide a thorough and efficient 
sy stem of free schools, whereby 
all children of this state may re­ 
ceive a good common school ed­ 
ucation.” (Article 8, Paragraph 1, 
Constitution of Illinois.) 
“ All children of this State . . . 
is interpreted to include all han­ 
dicapped pupils who require spe­ 
cial education if they are to have 
a fair opportunity for a good 
common school education. Spe­ 
cial education is nothing unique; 
it is special because it makes a 
“ good common school education” 
a reality for children previously 
ignored or rejected. 
Sufficient attention to the indi­ 
vidual child, his abilities and dis 
abilities, his level of readiness, his 
instructional level, his interests, 
his background of ex periences, 
etc., leads naturally to an educa 
tional program which is special. 
The present Illinois Plan o f Spe­ 
cial Education began with per­ 
missive legislation in 1943, allow 
ing the gradual growth of pro­ 
grams in school districts in Illi­ 
nois. 


During the last biennium, man­ 
datory legislation was passed in 
the form of House Bill 1467. 
Through this bill, Illinois citizens 
have ex pressed their determina­ 
tion that all handicapped children 
receive a fair opportunity for an 
education in our public schools. 
A seven-member advisory com­ 
mittee has been appointed by the 
county superintendent in each 
county to devise plans whereby 
the mandatory provisions of the 
House Bill 1407 might be effec­ 
tively and efficiently implemented 
by September, 19 69. 
We are fortunate that in Lee 
County and particularly in the 
Dix on public schools, provisions 
were already made and opportu­ 
nities afforded, for the mentally 
retarded under the original per 
missive legislation. Although the 
impact of this mandatory legis­ 
lation will be more obvious in 
other areas of ex ceptionality and 
handicap, it will also be seen in 
the more comprehensive programs 
established 
for 
educating 
and 
training the mentally retardec 
within the public school sy stems.

R ecall 500,000 Cars 


DETROIT (AP) - The auto 
industry , already beset with a 
sales lag and production cut­ 
backs, has another worry today 
— the possible effects of a safe- 
ty -recall 
campaign 
involving 
more than a half million cars 
and trucks. 


The industry confirmed Tues­ 
day reports from Washington 
that a wide variety of potential 
auto safety hazards had been 
discovered in recent months. 


It was small consolation to 
U.S. manufacturers that some 
foreign 
competitors, 
ranging 
from the swanky Rolls-Roy ce of 
England to J apan’s Honda mo­ 
torcy cle, were in the same boat. 
The majority of the 527 ,9 62 
U.S.-built cars and trucks in­ 
volved 
in 
the 
recall 
were 
checked out in recent weeks, 
but additional thousands of own­ 
ers were sent notification by 
registered mail that a potential 
trouble item had been uncov­ 
ered in their cars. 


Industry sales in Qctober and high 
speeds, 
the 
government 
early November ran about five 
per cent below a y ear ago. 
The sales lag has caused all 
four major automobile firms to 
slice production. 
Owners of recalled cars were 
told that costs of labor and re­ 
placement of parts would be 
met by the manufacturers. 
The recall is the first con­ 
ducted with the federal govern­

90th Congress May Focus 
On Auto Insurance ‘Abuses’

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - In 
China. 1967 will be the Year of 
the Goat. In the 90th Cong ress, 
it may well be the Year of the 
Big Insurance Ex plosion. 
Only the hig h-risk seg ment of 
the auto insurance industry was 
ex posed to the g lare of a Sen­ 
ate inv estig ation in 1966. But be­ 
hind-the-scenes inq uiries hav e al­ 
ready been launched into a num­ 
ber of alleg ed abuses in other 
aspects of auto insurance and 
sev eral seg ments of life and 
health insurance. 
Some of them are likely to be­ 
come 
full-scale 
inv estig ations 
nex t y ear. 
The first act in the drama will 
beg in Jan. 10. when Sen. Thomas 
Dodd, D-Conn., reintroduces his 
bill to establish a Federal Motor 
Vehicle Insurance Guaranty Cor­ 
poration. co-sponsored by Sens 
Joseph Clark, D-Pa., Philip Hart, 
D-Mich., and Warren Mag nuson, 
D-Wash. 
Desig ned to proteet those v ic­ 
timized when their auto insur­ 
ance firms g o broke, the pro- 
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posed g uaranty insurance sy s­ 
tem would he set up along the 
lines of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, 
which 
protects depositors ag ainst fail­ 
ures by banks and sav ing s and 
loan associations. 
Introduced just before adjourn­ 
ment, Dodd’s bill stemmed from 
the hig h-risk inv estig ation earned 
out by Hart’s Antitrust and Mo­ 
nopoly subcommittee. 
Since 1960, this inv estig ation 
showed, 65 hig h-risk companies 
went into receiv ership, leav ing 
more than 250.000 people without 


insurance and costing accident 
v ictims more than $100 million 
in claims which could not be col­ 
lected. 
Dodd’s bill would req uire all 
interstate insurers—not just hig h- 
risk firms—to apply for g uaranty 
sy stem status one y ear after pas­ 
sag e of the; leg islation.

She said ano ther reaso n fo r 
the chang e was the relativ e pro ­ 
sperity o f the church’s 800 mem­ 
bers. 
“ The children didn’t need these 
g ifts. If the children were fro m 
needy families and Santa was 
bro ug ht in to g iv e them a pre­ 
sent, that wo uld be a who le new 
co ncept." 
The church’s Educatio n Co m­ 
missio n is wo rking o n a new pro ­ 
g ram fo r the children’* Christmas 
o bserv ance. 
“ They are thinking o f a new ap­ 
pro ach," she said. “ Perhaps the 
children bring in g ifts to be dis­ 
tributed to needy children else­ 
where." 
Whatev er

decisio n, say s 
Mrs. Washer, mo ther o f fiv e, 
there are no plans to bring Santa 
b ack . 
“ We feel teaching is a fulltime 
J o b," she said, “ no t just so me­ 
thing y o u try o nce a week at Sun­ 
day scho o l. And if that’s the way 
y o u feel, y o u hav e to decide what 
y o u are g o ing to teach y o ur chil­ 
dren and fo llo w it thro ug h."

So me o f th e newest d o lls u nd er 
th e Ch ristmas tree th is y ear h av e 
relativ es h u nd red s o f y ears o ld . 
Greek and Ro man girls p lay ed 
with th eir clay d o lls u ntil sh o rtly 
befo re marriage. Th en, to sh o w 
th ey were no lo nger interested in 
ch ild d ish th ings, th e d o lls were 
giv en to th e go d d ess o f u nmarried 
girts. Girls in ancienet Crete p lay ­ 
ed with d o lls beau tifu lly d ressed 
in th e fash io n o f th e d ay . 
Fash io n d o lls were first u sed 
in France abo u t 600 y ears ago . 
Th ese large 
“fash io n 
babies” 
(th e wo rd “d o ll” came into being 
aro u nd 1750) were sent abro ad to 
sh o w th e latest French sty les. 
Only th e rich co u ld affo rd th ese 
d o lls, and kings and q u eens sent 
th em to o ne ano th er. Later o n, 
th e arriv al o f fash io n d o lls in th e 
American co lo nies cau sed a great 
stir. Newsp ap ers wo u ld anno u nce 
th eir arriv al and h o w mu ch it 
wo u ld co st to see th em. 
Mo st early Americans co u ld no t 
'affo rd Imp o rted d o lls, and th ey 
wo re to o ex q u isite to be p lay ed 
with . So th e early settlers wh ittled 
d o lls fro m wo o d o r cu t th em fro m 
d o th and d ressed th em like th eir 
o wners. 
A mo re recent clo th d o ll, o r 
rag d o ll, is th e no w classic Rag­ 
ged y Aim. Sh e and h er bro th er, 
Ragged y And y , h av en’t ch anged 
mu ch since th eir intro d u ctio n in 
1914. Th ey still h av e stringy red 
h air, bu t th eir cand y h earts h av e 
bo an rep laced by mu sic bo x es. 
Until abo u t 1870 mo st d o lls 
lo o ked like serio u s ad u lts. Be­ 
cau se it was th e fasih o n fo r 
women to h av e small feet, d o l

The bleak Judean hills are still 
Biblical-lo o king . with o liv e g ro v es 
and g iazing sheep, but v irtually 
ev ery spo t asso ciated with Christ 
is lo w hung with lav ish trapping s.

Relig io us Feuds Co ntinue 
So me o f the sacred structures— 
particularly the Church o f the 
Ho ly 
Sepulchre 
abo v e 
Christ’s 
to mb—are in a state o f crumb­ 
ling neg lect, because until recent­ 
ly the v ario us Christian sects teat 
o wn them were so embittered by 
relig io us feuds that they refused 
to co o perate in repairing them. 
The relig io us feuds co ntinue, re­ 
sulting in o ccasio nal fist fig hts in 
the churches, 
and o ne recent 
Christmas Ev e priests were thro w­ 
ing bo ttles at each o ther o n tee 
ro o f o f Bethlehem’s Church o f the 
Nativ ity .

co urty ards. But o ther o bserv ers 
maintain this emo tio nal ex uber­ 
ance merely means that relig io n 
to the Middle Easterner is a liv - 
I ing thing , and that their appro ach 
is mo re realistic and natural than 
the sedate wo rship o f Westerners. 
So me Westerners also criticize

co nv erg ing o n the ho ly land, co m­ 
mercial o rg anizatio n is bo th un­ 
av o idable and necessary . 


The streets o f Jerusalem to day 
do no t date back to Biblical times 
—tee city was reduced to rubble 
by the Ro mans in 70 and 135 A.D. 
—but they do g o back to the 
Crusades. And the flav o r is there, 
in the sig hts and the cro wds— 
ho o ded friars, pilg rims fro m the 
Sy rian desert, turbanned Co pts 


fro m 
Eg y pt, 
ro bed 
Christiana 
fro m Ethio pia, ex cited Armenians 
fro m Lebano n. The present day 
walls o f the city are mediev al, 
built 400 y ears ag o by the Turkish 
Sultan Suleiman the Mag nificent. 


A Mo slem mo sque no w stands 
o n the site o f the Jewish temple 
o f Christ’s time. Beneath it still 
is the Jewish Wailing Wall, but 
no Jews hav e been allo wed to 
v isit it since the 19 48 war.

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Carrying out an old trad ition, Saint Nicholas, accomp anied b y his servants, arrives 
in Amsterd am from Sp ain b y ship with Christmas g ifts for the Dutch child ren.

In parts of China, he’s been 
known to arrive by ricksha. At 
Amsterdam's harbor, he steps off 
a steamer astride a dazzling white 
horse. But for all his varied ap­ 
pearances, he’s the same figure 
American children know to de­ 
scend 
from 
a 
reindeer-drawn 
sleigh—Santa Claus. Next to the 
Christ child, he is the figure most 
equated with gift-giving at Christ­ 
mas. 
His critics deplore Santa for 
detracting from the religious sig­ 
nificance of Christmas. But the 
historical and legendary roots of 
St. Nicholas, as Europ<'ans call 
him, trace back to the early 
Christian era. 
St. Nicholas, the Bishop of Myra 
in Asia Minor, was bom around 
the turn of the fourth century. 
Numerous good deeds and mir­ 
acles were attributed to the saint. 
He was adopted as the patron 
saint of merchants, bakers and 
mariners. But he was most fa­ 
mous as the patron saint of chil­ 
dren. 
Legend has it that St. Nicholas 
was orphaned as a voung bov 


and left with a large fortune 
which, after he turned to the 
service of God, he distributed 
among the poor. His gifts were 
made anonymously, often dropped 
at night through a window. 
Believing in the good works 
and miracles of the saint, chil­ 
dren started praying to him and 
observing his feast day, Dec. 6. 
Soon, the children in many Euro­ 
pean 
countries 
began 
writing 
Christmas present lists which they 
left on their window sills in hopes 
that the saint would deliver them 
to the Christ child. The custom 
is still practiced in Austria and 
Bavaria. 
The association of reward and 
punishment for behavior has car­ 
ried over from medieval times. 
In Czechoslavakia “Svaty Mika- 
las” is accompanied by an angel 
and a devil. In Belgium, St. 
Nicholas leaves candy for children 
who have been good, switches for 
those who haven’t. 
Many countries adopted a sub­ 
stitute figure during the Refor­ 
mation when 
reverence of the 
saints and religious festivals were 
suppressed. In Germany, he was

shouted. “ Ong gia Noel den!” 
What they were shouting was, 
•‘Santa Claus is coming!” And 
gure enough the joMy old elf in 
the white beard and red suit ap­ 
peared magically under the rub­ 
ber trees enthroned on the back 
of an Army jeep. With a wave of 
his hand, dolls and kites and wa­ 
ter pistols materialized from the 
laundry bag slung over his back 
and a big brass band, a little 
heavy in the trombone and tuba 
lection, struck up with: 


•‘0 little town of Bethlehem 


How still we see thee lie 


Above thy deep and dream­ 
less 
sleep 


The silent stars go by . . . 
It was Christinas on a battle- 
front in Viet Nam, on an aban­ 
doned rubber plantation at Lai 
Khe, 4 5 miles north of Saigon, 
where the U.S. First Infantry Di­ 
vision — ‘‘The Big Red One” — 
had silenced its guns for 72 hours 
in an uncertain truce celebrating 
the birth of the Prince of Peace. 
As it turned out, there would be 
hundreds 
of violations of the 
Christmas 
truce 
by 
the 
Viet 
Cpng, but now the war had sud­ 
denly stopped so hundreds of war 
orphans from the bombed out 
town of Bau Bang, just a few 
miles up the road, could enjoy 
the lavish hospitality of the Amer­ 
ican G.I.s. who war or no war 
had been planning this party for 
many months. 
Only yesterday the first convoy 
from Saigon in many weeks had 
gotten through without incident. 
Along with ammunition, food and 
fuel, it brought boxes from home 
containing Christmas decorations, 
artificial snow, imitation Christ­ 
mas trees and real plates, made 
of china, for the holiday cele­ 
brants to dine from. 
Was there ever such a Christ­ 
mas in all of Viet Nam? 
Capt. Cosmo Barone of Oxford. 
Pa., the CO of Charlie Company. 
7 01 st Maintenance Battalion, had

planned on about 200 kids, but 
600 showed up. Luckily the men 
of the Third Brigade had chip­ 
ped in enough money to buy out 
the entire stock of a Saigon toy 
store, so the gifts that filled two 
helicopters were sufficient to go 
around. The menu was a master­ 
piece of seasonal goodies: shrimp 
salad, turkey and all the trim­ 
mings, pumpkin pie, five kinds of 
ice cream, mixed nuts, potato 
chips, all sorts of candies, cookies 
and cakes. 
It was the last menu prepared 
by S/Sgt Arthur 
McMellon 
of 
Hamlin. W. Va.. 
Charlie Com­ 
pany’s resourceful mess sergeant 
who was killed in action while 
preparing for the Christmas party 
that he boasted would be ‘‘the 
best ever held in any war zone.” 
Sgt. Mac’s jeep rolled over a 
mine, as he was on the way into 
the nearby town of Ben Cat to 
see about fattening up a suckling 
pig for the big party. He would 
have been happy to know that 
the pig, done to a crispy turn by 
his well trained assistant cooks, 
was the hit of the party. 
Santa Claus was Captain Rob­ 
ert Keup of Fairfield, Maine, the 
assistant advisor to Vietnamese 
forces in the Ben Cat area. He 
spoke excellent Vietnamese but 
otherwise was a little light for the 
role and had to pad 
out 
his 
costume with a flak jacket. San­ 
ta’s throne was a camp chair set 
up on two ammunition cases in­ 
side the company headquarters 
tent, which was decorated for the 
occasion with a combination of 
American and Vietnamese Christ­ 
mas ornaments: tinsel and tree 
lights, porcelain elephants, lac­ 
quer screens and joss sticks. 


A long line of children waited 
outside the tent to see Santa, 
while the division band in its best 
Salvation 
Army 
style pumped 
away at the old familiar carols. 
Each child was given a toy suit­ 
ed to his or her age group, but it 
didn’t take the little ones long to 
find out that the big ones were 
getting better toys, so Santa was 
faced with several five-year-olds, 
who claimed they were 12, and 
his elves caught at least a half 
dozen tots getting on line for se­ 
conds. 


The real thrill of the party was 
a $60 set of electric trains that 
Capt. Barone had ordered from 
a mail order house in the states 
way back in August. They ar­ 
rived on Christmas Eve, with the 
last convoy, just in time to snake 
around the base of the huge rub­ 
ber tree in the middle of the 
company street 
that 
had been 
decorated as a Christmas tree. 
While the girls gathered around 
the pump organ, borrowed from 
the chaplain, 
to 
sing 
‘‘Silent 
Night” and “O Holy Night” in 
their high pitched 
Vietnamese 
voices, the boys climbed aboard 
the tanks and the armored per­ 
sonnel carriers and were taken 
for rides down the barbed wire 
lined roads, past the silent ma­ 
chine gun bunkers, past the om­ 
inously still 105 howitzers and the 
big 1 7 5s, along the edge of the 
air strip, where the helicopters 
sat motionless 
in 
the 
sizzling 
noonday sun, out into the broad 
open fields beyond the rows of 
rubber trees, out there in no 
man’s land, where no one would 
dare to venture 
except 
on the 
birthday of the Priaee of Peace.

It was abou t closing time when 
he got there.

“It’s not a store, it’s a state of 
mind.” 
And that “state of mind” be­ 
comes perhaps most eccentric 
arou nd Christmas time, when all 
manner of bizarre gifts, some 
at six -figu re prices, go on sale. 
The store insists that all its 
Christmas gifts are u sefu l, ev en 
If u nu su al. 
And who’s to say that a com­ 
mode seat isn’t u sefu l? Neiman's 
adv ertised one last y ear — “A 24 
kt. gold plated throne” —■ only 
1250. 
President Stanley Marcu s keeps 
a tight secu rity damp on each 
y ear’s Christmas offerings u ntil 
abou t the middle of October, when 
Ihe glossy , colorfu l gift catalogu e 
is sent to some 250,000 charge ac­ 
cou nt cu stomers. 
A sampling of items from re­ 
cent Christmases giv es a general 
pictu re of what to‘ex pect: 
Toy tiger draped and dceorated 
with diamonds and other predou s 
stones — $1 million. 
Blade Angu s steer, on the hoof 
With silv er barbecu e-serv ing cart

Ermine bathrob, $6,975.

One 14-ou nce tin of fresh cav ­ 
iar — $130 (flown fresh to cu s-> 
tomer on requ est). 
A Neiman-Marcu s spokesman 
said the people who bu y these 
gifts “cou ld be any one; we hav e 
no one certain ty pe of cu stomer,” 
She then told of how a man 
came in last season ami asked a 
store official to fix u p “something 
nice” for his wife’s present. 
The present tu rned ou t to be 
sev eral cashmere sweaters stu ffed 
inside a giant brandy snifter — 
sprinkled with ru bies and dia­ 
monds. 


Ask the av erage homemaker 
what gift she wrou ld like most 
for Christmas and chances are 
she might reply : “A permanent 
maid.” 
Not a maid, bu t the nex t best 
thing to one—-a dev ice that les­ 
sens hou sehold dru dgery —is be­ 
ing offered by General Electric 
this Christmas.

According to Roman lore, 
greenery on the bou gh means 
that good wishes are entwined in 
the wreath. 
Entertaining is alway s in sea 
son at Christmas time, and flor 
ists su ggest a centerpiece ar 
rangement of holly or pine com­ 
bined with roses for the hostess 
on y ou r gift list. In the day s oT 
the dru ids, holly was believ ed to 
ward against ev il spirits in the 
home.
